The report deals almost exclusively 
with figures. Mr. Murray has. this to 
say on failureg-and the cause: 


Of the thirty-three national banks for 
which receivers were appointed during the 
year ended Oct. 31, 1008, nine banks, 
with aggregate capital of $1,200,000, were 
restored to solvency ond: authorized to 
resume business, while receivers proceeded 
to liquidate the. assets: of twenty-four | 
banks found to ‘be. irretrievably insolvent.
